HE  Propofition  upon  which 
the  prefent  Bill  is  founded,

true,  that,  with  refpedt  to  Foreigners^  it 
is  fo  only  in  fuch  Countries  and  Colonies 
that  are  thinly  peopled, 

A  2  2.  The 
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2.  The  exceillve  Increafe  of  the  Poor''s 
Rate,  on  a  late  Occalion,  in  Somerfetfiire, 
and  other  Counties,  evidently  proves  this 
is  not  the  Cafe  of  the  manufacSturing 
Counties  of  this  Kingdom. 

^.  The  Inviting  into  them  a  great 
Number  oi poor  ForeignerSy  who  will  live 
and  work  cheaper  than  our  own  Subje<5ts 
and  Manufadurers,  juft  after  the  Sup-^ 
prefling  of  a  Rebellion,  and  almofl  at  the 
Eve  of  a  new  Parliament,  appears  to  be 
a  very  unpopular,  not  to  fay  improper.  Me- 
thod of  Increafing  the  Wealth  of  a  Na- 
tion.-—— In  Proportion  as  the  ^ocr  foreign 
Manufacturers  grow  rich,  many  of  the 
Natives  will  probably  become  Beggars, 

4.  There  are  Perfons  living  who  rc-» 
member  the  Clamour  that  was  raifed  on 
paffing  the  A.&.  for  a  General  Naturaliza- 
tion of  Foreign  Proteftants  in  17085  and 
the  Treatment  many  worthy  Perfons  re- 
ceived who  voted  for  it  j    that,  and  the 

bringing 
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bringing  over  the  poor  FalatifieSy  was  one 
of  the  popular  Cries  raifed  againfl  them 
on  the  Elcdlion  of  the  New  Parhament, 
which  met  the  27th  oiNoroember^  17 10. 

5.  On  the  15th  of  Jajiuary^  iJiOt 
very  early  in  the  SefHon,  the  Houfe  of 
Commons  order'd  an  Enquiry  upon  what 
Invitation  or  Encouragement  the  Pala^ 
tines  came  over,  and  the  fame  Day  they 
gave  Leave  to  bring  in  a  Bill  to  repeal  the 
A61  for  Naturalizing  Foreign  Proteftanfs^ 
which  pafTed  the  Commons,  but  was  re- 
jedted  by  the  Lords. 

6.  If  it  was  intended  by  this  Bill  to 
prevent  the  French  Refugees  from  enjoy- 
ing the  Benefit  of  the  Ad  of  Naturaliza- 
tion, it  had  a  quite  contrary  EfFedl,  fincc 
above  2000  of  them  were  naturalized  be- 
tween the  Time  the  Motion  for  bringing 
the  Bill  into  the  Houfe  of  Commons  was 
made,  and  its  being  rejected  by  the  Lords  5 
whereas  the  whole  Number  who  had  be-

fore  taken  Advantage  of  it  did  not  exceed 


y.  The  Experience  of  a  great  Number 
df  Years,  and  the  Perfection  and  great 
Extent  to  which  the  French  Refugees 
have  fmce  brought  the  Silk  and  many 
other  Manufadures,  fully  prove  how  ufe- 
ful  General  Bills  of  Naturalization,  under 
proper  Reftridions,  may  be  to  this  King^ 
dom. 

8.  On  the  14th  of  y^rzY,  1711,  the 
Houfe  of  Commons  came  to  a  Refolution, 
that  whoever  advifed  the  bringing  over 
the  poor  Palatines  was  an  Enemy  to  the 
^■ee7i  a7id  Kirigdom  j  and  Care  was  foon 
afterwards  taken  to  publifh  a  Pamphlet, 
entitled,  A  View  of  the  ^.een  and  King- 
dom's Enemies^  &c.  in  which  was  inferted 
'  A  Lift  of  thofe  Members  of  the  late  Far- 

*  liament  that  voted  for  the  pajjt?ig  of  the

*  tantSy    .and  confequcntly  for  the  brifigijjg

9.  On  the   14th   oi  December,    1711s 
early  in  the  next  Seflion  of  the  fame  Par« 
liament,  the  Houfe  gave  Leave  to  bring 
in  a  Bill  to  repeal  the  A(ft  of  1708  for  natu- 
ralizing Foreign  Proteftants. —  This  Aft, 
which  received  the  Royal  Ailent  the  9th 
'Da.y  oi  February  following,  recited,  ^^  that 
*^  di'verfe    Mif chiefs    end  Inconvemenaes 
**  had  beet!  foujid  by    'Experience  to  follow 
"■^  from  the  Aci  of  1708,    to  the  Bifcou- 
"  ragement  of  the  natural  born  SubjeBs  of 
"  this  Kingdom i    and  to  the  Detriment  of 
««  the  Trade  and  Wealth  thereof -y*     but 
confidering  the  Occafion  on  which   this 
Ad  was  pafled,    and   that  no  Evidence 
was  laid  before  the  Houfe  of  any  of  thefe 
Mifchiefs  or  Inconveniencies,    every  one 
is  at  Liberty  to  queftion  their  Exiftence 
until  fome  better  Satisfadion  be  produced 
concerning  them  ;     the    only  real  Mif- 
chief  that  I  ever  heard  followed  from  the 
Adt  of  1708,  being  the  Handle  it  gave 

B 
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to  the  abufing  fome  of  the  ableil  and  befi 
of  the  Queen's  Subjeds,  who  brought  in^ 
and  'voted for  it, 

10.  But  however  Men's  Opinions  may 
be  divided  concerning  the  Utility  of  a  Ge- 
neral Naturalization  of  Foreign  Proteftants, 
as  well  poor  as  rich,  they  all  agree  in  this, 
that  whatever  will  encourage  Foreigners 
who  have  Eftates  to  fettle  in  any  Country, 
apparently  tends  to  increafe  the  Wealth 
and  Strength  of  fuch  Country. 

1 1 .  If  this  Propolitlon  be  true  of  other 
Countries,  it  is  more  particularly  (o  in 
this.  The  Alacrity  Foreigners,  as  well 
as  Natives,  have  lately  fliewn  in  ad- 
vancing the  Money  neceflary  for  the  cur- 
rent Service  of  the  Year,  cannot  fail  at 
this  Jundure  of  producing  very  National 
Effedts ;  and  yet  it  were  to  be  wiflied 
that  the  Proprietors  of  this,  and  every 
other  Part  of  our  Debt,  actually  lived 
within  tlie  King's  Dominions :   But,  in- 

flead 
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ilead  of  this  being  the  Cafe,  the  Share 
of  the  Publick  Dsbt  which  belongs  to 
Foreigners,  chiefly  Dutch^  Flemings^  Swifs^ 
and  JeTos,  is  eftimated  to  exceed  Fifteen 
Millions,  the  annual  Interefl  of  which 
being  about  ^.  600,000  Sterhng,  is  either 
yearly  remitted  out  of  the  Kingdom  to 
Ferfons  who  contribute  nothing  towards 
the  Taxes  or  Expence  of  the  Govern- 
ment, or  is  laid  out  by  them  in  iricrcafing 

their  Mortgage  upon  our  Poflerity. 

It  is  unnecefiary  to  enlarge  on  this  Sub- 
jed: ;  —  the  Confequences  are  obvious 
and  certain  —  unlefs  prudently  remedied  j 
— —  the  bare  ilating  it  is  fufficient  to  con- 
vince every  Perfon  of  the  Expediency  and 
Neceffity  there  is  of  laying  hold  of  every 
Thing  that  may  encourage  the  foreign 
Proprietors  of  this  Debt  to  follow  their 
property,  and  come  and  fpend  tlie  Re- 
venue of  it  amongft  us, 

12.    This  being  fo,  there  appears   no 

Foundation    in  Reafbn    to   confine    the 

B  2  Bill 
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Bill  to  Proteftants,  and  thereby  exclude 
'out  of  this  Provifion  the  'Jews  who  refidc 
abroad,  and  whofe  Property  in  the  Public 
Debts  amounts,  as  I  have  heai-d,  to  near 
Two  Millions. 

'  Sir  'Jofiah  Childy  in  his  Difcourfe  of 
Trade,  [chap.  vii.  page  iz-^"]  hath  fliewa 
the  Utility  of  Naturalizing  the  JewSj  and 
giving  them  the  fame  Privileges  they  en- 
joy in  Holland,  and  hath  anfwered  all  the 
Objcdions  that  could  be  made  againft  it, 
many  of  which,  fuch  as  their  living  mi- 
Jerably  and  femirioujly,  &c,  no  longer 
fubfifl. 

It  Teems  unneceffary  to  quote  his  Rea- 
fons,  the  general  Serife  of  Mankind,  and 
of  the  Legiflature,  having  concurred 
in  Opinion  with  him  as  to  this  Point. 

13.  On  the  30th  of  November,    i739> 

the  Houfe  ordered  in  a  Bill  "  for  Natura- 

[[  lizing  fuch  Foreign  Proteflants  as  were 

-  "  '*  fettled.

"  fettled,  or  fliould  fettle,  In  any  of  his 
"  iVIajefty's  Colonies  in  America  i"  and 
the  Bill'  was  afterwards  accordingly 
brought  In,  in  that  reftrained  Manner, 
but  in  the  Committee  it  was  extended  to 
Perfoiis  prof  effing  the  Jewip  Religion,  and 
the  Title  was  varied,  and  expreffed  to  be 
for  Naturalizing  fuch  Foreign  Proteflants, 
and  others  therein  mentioned,  as  were 
fettled,  or  fliould  fettle,  in  any  of  his  Ma- 
jefty's  Colonies  in  America-,  and  in  that 
Form  it  paffed  into  a  Law, 

14.  It  rt  therefore  fubmltted,  that,  in- 
ftead  of  encouraging  a  Number  of  poor 
Foreigners  to  come  and  eat  the  Bread 
from  our  own  needy  Manufacturers,  the 
Pill  fliould  extend  to  fuch  only  who  are 
rich  and  wealthy,  and  Vv'ho,  on  that  Ac- 
count, will  become  ufeful  Subjeas  of  the 
Common-wealth;  and,  with  this  View, 
the  Bill  may  be  confined  to  Perfons  who,  at 
the  Time  they  take  the  Benefit  of  it, 
fliall  have   a  Property  of  the  Value  of 
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£.  in    this  Kingdom,     and 

who  on  their  being  Naturalized  fhall 
pay  the  Sum  of  ^  loo,  or  fuch  other 
Sum  as  fhall  be  thought  proper  to  the 
Ufe  of  the  Publick,  and  that  on  their 
^oing  to  refide  abroad  the  Privileges  ac- 
quired by  the  Ad:  fliall  ceafe.  It  is  ap- 
prehended, that  by  thefe  Reftridtions  moil 
of  the  Objedlions  that  have  been  made 
againfl  Bills  of  this  Kind  will  be  efFedu^r 
ally  obviated, 

j^.  At  a  Time  the  Naturalization  of 
Foreign  Proteftants  and  others  is  under 
the  Confideration  of  the  Legiflature,  it 
may  not  be  improper  to  fuggefl  to  the 
Confideration  of  Gentlemen,  a  Matter  I 
have  often  thought  deferved  their  Notice. 
- —  By  feveral  Edidls  of  the  late  King  of 
Franccj  which  remain  in  Force,  the 
French  Proteftants  who  took  Refuge  in 
this  Kingdom,  on  account  of  their  Reli- 
gion, and  their  Defcendants,  are  abfo- 
lately  excluded  from  claiming  any  Inhe- 
ritance, 
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ritance,  real  or  perfonal,  in  France ^  by 
the  Will  or  Inteftacy  of  any  of  their  Re- 
lations who  refide  there  3  —-  and  yet,  be- 
fore the  prefent  War,  there  was  not  a 
Year  paffed  in  which  large  Sums  of  Mo- 
ney were  not  carried  out  of  the  Kingdom 
into  France  by  French  Subjeds,  claiming 
the  fame  as  Legatees,  or  next  of  kin  to 
the  French  Refugees,  or  their  Defcend- 
ants,  who  dye  in  this  Kingdom.  The 
Sums  of  Money  that  in  the  Courfe  of  the 
lafl:  Forty  Years  have  been  by  this  Means 
loil  to  this  Nation,  and  given  to  our  na- 
tural Enemy,  are  very  confiderable  ;— — 
the  Fa(5t  is  notorious  to  Perfons  who  are 
the  leaft  converfant  with  what  palTes  in 
the  Ecclefiaftical  Jurifdidlions  within  this 
Kingdom. 

16.  Our  gaod  Neighbours  the Dufch, 
ever  attentive  to  the  pecuniary  Interefl  of 
their  People,  took  the  Alarm,  and  on 
the  31ft  of  O^ober^  ^7^9^  ^^^  States* 
General  iiTued  a  Placart,  which  continues 

in- 
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in  Force,  v/hereby  they  put  the  French 
on  a  Level  with  their  Subjects,  as  to  this 
Matter^  by  declaring  that  Perfons  refiding 
in  the  Dominions  Oi  France  fhould  not 
claim  any  "EfFeds  of  fuch  Refugees  inha- 
biting in  their  Dominions,  either  on  ac- 
count of  Matrimonial  Contradls,  or  oi 
Succefiions  ab  Intcftato  or  by  Will,  whe- 
tlier  by  Inheritance  or  Legacy. 

\y,  A  fimilar  Proviiion  was  attempted 
in  this  Kingdom  5  the  Houfe  of  Com- 
mons having  on  the  23d  Day  of  iv- 
bnmryy  1709,  given  Leave  for  bring- 
ing in  a  Bill  "  to  prevent  the  Subjetls  of 
"  the  French  King^  refiding  in  his  Domi" 
**  .niom^  from  claiming  or  enjoying  any 
"  Eftatcs  of  their  Relations  dying  in  her 
'*  Majefty' s  Domi?nons  f  and  Mr.  Hafnp- 
deny  Mr.  Attorney-General,  Mr.  Sollicitor- 
General,  Slv  Peter  King,  and  others,  were 
ordered  to  prepare  and  bring  in  the  Bill. 

18.  The  nth   of  March,.   1709,    the 
Bill  was  accordingly  brought  in,  where- 

by 
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by  it  was  propofed  to  enad,  "  That  no 
Perfon  or  Perfons  whatfoever,  which 
was,  or  fliould  be  a  Subjedt  of  the 
French  King,  and  did,  or  fliould  a(5tu- 
ally  inhabit,  dwell,  or  refide  in  any 
of  the  French  King's  Dominions, 
fliould  be  capable  of  having,  claim- 
ing, inheriting,  or  enjoying,  by  ver- 
tue  of  any  Gift,  Conveyance,  Defcent, 
Devife,  Will,  Letters  of  Adminiftra- 
tion,  Right  of  Diftribution,  or  other- 
wife,  any  Lands,  Tenements,  Here- 
ditaments, Leafes,  Goods,  Chattels, 
or  perfonal  Eflates  whatfoever,  ac- 
quired by,  belonging  to,  or  defcend- 
ed  or  coming  from  any  French  Pro- 
teflant,  or  any  Proteftant  defcehded  of 
or  from  a  Frefich  Proteftant  Parent, 
being  her  Majefly's  lawful  Sutjc(ll,  or 
fettled  in  any  of  her  Majefty's  Domini- 
ons ;  but  that  the  fame  fliould  defcend, 
go  to,  and  be  held  and  enjoyed  by 
fuch  French  Proteflant,  or  Proteftants 
defcended  from  French  Proteftant  Pa- 
C      -  *«  rents. 
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"  rents,  being  fettled  in  her  Majefty's 
"  Dominions,  or  in  the  Dominions  of 
"  any  other  Proteftant  Prince,  Repub- 
**  lick,  or  State,  in  fuch  Manner  and 
"  Form  as  if  fuch  Perfons,  Subjecfts  of 
"  the  French  King,  and  dwelling  or  re- 
^'  fiding  in  his  Dominions,  who  might 
''  have  had  Right  or  Title  thereto  pre- 
"  cedent  to  fuch  Proteftant  Subjed  had 
"  the  faid  A6t  not  been  made,  were 
"  actually  dead,  and  there  was  a  Pro- 
"  vifo  that  the  faid  intended  Ad  fhould 
''  not  extend  to  Goods  or  Effe6ls  which 
**  {hould  be  in  any  of  her  Majefty'-s 
**  Dominions,  and  which  fhould  be- 
"  long  to  any  Frcfich  Merchant  or. 
"  Trader  refiding  in  the  Dominions  of 
"  France  r 

In  this  Form  the  Bill  received  a  firjl 

Reading,    and  was  ordered  to  be  read  a 

feco/2d  Timt,  but  for  fomc  ferfoJial  Confi- 

derations,    which  do  not  now  fubfift,  it 

was  not  then  proceeded  on  3  but  it  is  fub- 

mitted^ 
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mitted,  that  a  Provilion  of  this  Kind, 
either  by  a  Claufe  in  the  NaturaUzation 
Bill,  or  by  a  feparate  Bill,  is  at  this  Time 
both  equitable  and  prudent.
